The Pestal Telegraph.

The si are clear and positive that the
tal telegraph is a coming thing. Senator
y, of Minnesota, has introdnced a bill
in Congress ‘‘to establish a postal telegraph
pystem and to inmcorporate the United States
ostal Telegraph Company,” which has been
road twice and referred to the Committes on
Post Offices and Post Roads. Its plan is a
great advance on the proposition presented
at the last session of Congress, and shows
how much the question has grown with Mr.
Hubbard and his coadjutors. Bat it contains
the germ of an immense evil, whioh we hope
the gentlemen interested in the promotion of
the plan will consent to modify in behalf of
their own interests, those of the Government,
aud the preponderating interests of the public.
land has preceded us in this movement,
and has contracted to purchase all the tele-
graph lines in Great Britain and make them
adjuncts of its postal system. Bat it has now
been discovered that the railway and telegraph
companies there have contrived to convert
this wise measure into an immense job, and to
saddle the Government with obligations to pay
for the axmlnf lelegraph lines & sum far be-
yond their real value and what it wonld have
00et to build new ones. It is sfninut the per-
petration of a gimilar evil in this country that
we demand precaution shall be taken by the
Fenate Commiltes on Post Offices; and we
shall point out, before we cloge this article, how
the interests of the people and the Govern-
ment oan best be prolected in this matter.
But before taking up that point we will look
at the bill as it now stands.

To do this we must reverse the order of the
bill, a8 in it the cart has been skilfally placed
before the horse, for evident purposes. It is
proposed to Incorporate Gardner G, Hubbard
and his assoolates by the nsme of the United
Blates Postal Telegraph Company, with &
oapital of four hundred thousapd dollars,
This capital seems ridienlonsly small for the

at purpoge whioh it is proposed to achieve:
ut we will refer w0 this agam. This com.
rlny, it is proposed, will bnild its lines be-
ween Washington, New York, Boston, and
Chieago within six mouths; to Cincinnati, 8t,
Louis, and New Orleans within two yem-' and
to every other oity of five thousand or ma;'o in-
habitants within three years from the exson-
tion of the contract. The postal telegraph
offices are to be in comnection with tha post
office in every ocity, st railroad stations, and at
guch other places as the business of the coan-
try may demand. Messages are o ba receivad
&t avery postal telegraph office, post offics, sub-
office, and select lettar box, prepaid by stamps,
and 0 be delivered free within the limits of
free delivery of letters from any post oflice, or
within one mile of every postal telegraph
office, and to be trannmi.uuf by mail to or
from ths nearsst postal telegraph offive when
rocelved at or destined for any place not hav-
stol office, and pastal money orders may
be remitted by telegraph. The rate of toll for
this service to be one cent a word for each five
hondred miles or less, and the minlmum
measage to be twenty words,

The advantages of this aystem to commercs
and ta evéry private interest in the conntry
are obvions. It will quicken trade to an im-
mense degree, while In a proportionate
measure it will diminish the capital requisite
to trausact the exchange of comwmedities, b
enabling every dollar to do its work in muo
less time than is now required, The Aisad-

If the existing lines, or those
to be copetraoted by any pr vate gompany,
are ¢qual to the work that i3 to be reqaiced of
them, we have mo objeotion to their belog
purchased st & fair price; but we do inaist
that the country shall not be called npoun to
pay forty millions of dollara for a et of old
and much worn lines, when better ones, cover-
ipg the same extent of territory, can con-
struoted for ten millions of dollara., And it
is In view of this faot that we referred
to the small proposed oapital of the new
company—four hundred thousand dol-
Inrs. here i8 & farther proposition in
the bill before ue, to the efloct that the
company may from time to time in-
crense its capital stock to an extent net
exceeding two hundred dollaras for eack mile
of wire owned aud operated by it. We do not
hesitate to characterize this proposition as sn
immense awindle. An excellent and substan-
tial two wiratelegraph line can beconstrnoted
at a oost not Lo exceed one bhundred and fifty
dollars per mile, with stations farnished and
complete at every twenty-five miles; and the
same posts and construction will carry eight
wires, if necegsary for the business. These
extra wires can be put up at a cost not excesd-
ing thirty dollars per mile; and why the com-
piny should be allowed to incresse ita capital
stock two hundred dollars for every thirty
dollars expended is nol olear to the mind of
any honest man.

We accept the plan of a postal telegraph as
proposed in this bill, and will now polat ont
the amendments which wa call upon the
Senate Committes on Post Offices to make to
it before putting it upon ita passage. Drop
the words Washington and New York in the
twenty-first line of section three, and add to
the bill the proposition made by Mr. Wash-
burne last eession for the appropriation of
sixty thousand dollars for the constraction of
an experimental postal telegraph between
Washington and New York, and direct the
Postmunster-Geveral to advertise immoediately
for the construnotion of said line in the beat
mauuner known to telegraphio sciencs and skill.
The conntry will then have & practioul test of
the cost of telegraph constrnotion, whioh will
56rve as a type tor the purchsse of old exiat-
ing lines, or the construclion of new and im-
proved ones; and we sha!l be gaved from com-
mitting the great blunder England has just
committed, and while secnring the new sys-
tem will avoid incurring sn immense and
needless debt.

Qur Dilferences with England—Seftle-
ment of the Alabpma Claims.
From the N, ¥, Timeas.

It is quite clear that the Alabama treaty,
concluded by Mr. Reverdy Jovhion with the
English Governmeut, will be rejected by the
Senate; and that rejeotion will be approved by
public gentiment. A great many motives
combine to produce this resnlt. A large and
inflnential part of the Senate i3 opposed to
ratifying the treaty, because doing so would
give a triumph to Andrew Johson's adminis-
tration and to Mr. Seward. Others object to
specific provisions of the treaty; and others
giill maintain that the wrooga of which we
complain are not snch a8 can bs redisssed by

syment of the pecuniary damages which we
Eave gustaived.

This may be true. Wae are inclined to think
it is. Batitis by no means easy to see how,
upon this theory, those wronga can be ra-
dresged, or in what way aony adjustment of
difficnlties can posgibly be reached.

We ingist that the conduot of England in
conoveding belligerent rights to the Confeda-
rates, in acknowledging their flag on the high
geas before they had achieved their inde-
pendence as a nation, in oreating for them
& pavy when they had not a mnaval port on
the face of the earth, in building, arming,
and manniog for them ships-of-war and
gendipg them ount in their service to prey
npon our commerce, was what gave to the
Rebellion the enormous proportions it finally
asenmed, prolonged the war at least one or
two yvearg, added enormously to its cost inlife
and in money, and was in gross violationf of
the laws of neutrality, and opan disregard of
the obligations of friendship which Kngland
had assumed by treaties with the United
States. Buoch aocta are not atoned for —such
wropgs are not redressed—by paving for the
commerce they destroyed, or the losses they
oaucsed. Admit this to be troe; the anestion
still gecure—how are they to be redressed?
In what form can the English offer satisfaction,
or in what form can we demand it? Mr.
Jobnson’s jadministration strove very hard
to bring about a settlement of this gunestion.
Mr, Seward spent four laborions years, first
in tryiog to prevent Epgland from doing us
the damage she did, and then in frying te
convince her that we were entitled to some
gignal redress, which he put in the form of
Kument of losses gnstained. Amnd England
as finally been brought to take the initial
gtep towards a seltlement of the question on
this basis.

Now the mere rejection of this basis does
pot establish any other, The gquestion will
still remaiy, avd pone of its difficonlties will
be removed. General Grant’s administration
will gucoeed to all the embarrassments in
dealing with It which Mr. Johuson's enconn-
tered, with some very formidable ones freshly
added, by the ocoutemptuous repudiation
which everything thus far dons is likaly to
receive. What demands will General Graut
make npon Hngland, in satisfwotion of our
complaints f The Loudon ¥ imes, in an article
which we recently copied, ocontends that
nothing less than the concession by Eogland
that there was no war, but merely a rebellion
&0 dmeuld, or an insurrection of which Englami
had no right to know anything whatever, will
satiefly the Unpited BStates. This, thongh
Blated In extravagant terms, is not as wide
of the truth as the Zimes aflscta to
belisve, Throughout the whole diplomatio
controversy Mr. Sewnrd insisted that the con-
fiict in the United Btates was not war in an
genge known to public law, or in any sno
seusa o8 authorized the resort to principles
applicable to war between sovereign and inde-
pendent powers.

And it
may betrue, a3 the Times says it is, that ‘oo
British statesman will aver so stultify and
dirgrace himself, or will ever be snoh & liypo-
orite, a8 to make n publio confession'' of Lhis
sort.

Suppoee this 18 so; what can happen then?
It is not easy to say what can happan, or
whal may happen. Both parties may become
#0 exasperated over the watter as to go to
war about it—though Mr, Reverdy Jolhnson
Is certainly right in saying that it is impoa-
sible to conceive greater insanity than this
would imply. But the worst thing that is
likely to happen is that onr differences with
England on this subject will remain unsettled
for a good many years to come. And we are
bound to add that in onr opinion the Aweri-

can peopls will be better satisfied, on the
whole, with this result than with any
other. There are too many elements aud

mwotives of hostility

to make a peacefal
and harmonious

adjustment of our dif-
ferences with England nuniversally aoccept-
able in this country. The Irish elsment
alone ia, in nnmbers, in social weight, in reli-
glons sentiment, and espaoially in political im-
portance, too considerabls a power to allow
full acqunisscence in snch a settlemsnt, 1t is
a comfort and & consolation to a very largs
portion of onr peopla to reflact that we have
grounds of complaint outstanding sgaiost
Kogland npon which we can go t« war with
her, and conquer Canada, to say nothing of
Ireland, whevever we ‘‘feel so dizposed.”
Not that we have any immediate parpose of
doing it, or intend to fix & date when we will
do it; but we don't want to fesl absolutely
preclunded from doing it, with a show of
reasons whevever we may ba in the mood.

Another point in the case our peopls do not
forget. Evpgland, in the acts by which she
wronged and damaged ns, iotrodoced new
rights and rales for neutral nations, of which
we may avail oursalves hereafter whenever wa
choose. The right which Eogland exercized,
and which she yeot defends, of furnishing a
navy with munitious of war and ports of ra-
fuge to the privateers she hersell builda for
commwunities o rebsllion, but without any of
thess things, remains open to us; and our
people are by no means biind to the emargen-
gies which may open the way for us to retort
its exerciee, Avnd this is among the considars-
tions which will invline them to be guits con-
tent aven if onr Alabama diffsrences with
Epgland are not atl once adjosted.
